WHERE REFORMS BEGIN 


The mayor of Modesto has plac- 
ed the ban on ‘‘Twilight Sleep,’’ 
and declares that he is not going 
to permit that movie film to be 
shown in his bailiwick. While he 
does not declare that he considers 
the mysteries of birth immoral, 
still he infers that to permit the 
owing of the film indiscrimin- 
ately is hurtful to public morals. 
Unquestionably there is a great 
deal of rot being put over by the 
movie film makers and the Stock- 
ton Mail says that when it comes 
to censorship we may well ask 
who is equipped by judgement 
and discrimination to become the 
censor, 

There are movie plays which 
-justly excite the condemnation of 
those to whom modesty still is a 
virtue. But it is lamentable that 
many of these plays find their 
inspiration in the soeial tenden- 
cies of the day. If we are to 
reform the movie, the reform must 
begin in the street, at the beach 
resort, in the ball room; yes, even 
in some of the more private asso- 
ciations of life. We do not have 
to go to movies to find scenes 
that shock, for they may be found 
ir real life, which added license 
in language. The normal, heal- 
thy man has little in common 
with the prude; nevertheless if 
he is as normal of brain as he is 
in his physicial organization, he 
cannot remain oblivious to the 
riot of indifference to modesty in: 
many spheres of human associa- 
tion. Natural truths are pervert- 
ed from sacred meanings into in- 
citements to brazen sensuality. 
And, always, the protestant risks 
the barbs of the hypocritical de-' 
fender of the new order. 

Those movies which crudely de- 
pict indelicate subjects are, after 
all, only symptoms. The cause 
lies deeper. If the people were’ 
as alert to support the good show: 
as they are to affect blushes at 
the one which is improper, there 
would be a steady improvement, 
in the class of photoplays. To 
the patrons of show houses, and 
not to the proprietors, liability: 
is chargeable for the class of en- 
tertainment provided. 

As to the ‘‘twilight sleep,’’ that 
is a subject which has been ex- 
ploited with great detail in pap- 
ers. There was nothing of an 
offensive nature in the printed 
matter. It were better perhaps, 
to leave the subject in the realm 
of private discussion. But this 
much is certain: The sacred 
function of motherhood is high 
above any connection with sub- 
jeets which suggest incitements 
to unchastity. Yet, by some in- 
explicable process of reasoning, 
men like Modesto’s mayor fail to 
recognize the positive difference.

WAR AND BUSINESS 


How the war has effected busi- 
ness in the principal belligerent 
and neutral countries is shown in 
a report prepared by the bureau 
of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, Department of Commerce, 
for Senator Simmons, chairman of 
the senate committee on finance. 
The following general conclusions 
are drawn: 

Business activities were fairly 
normal in the various countries of 
the world during the two years 
preceding the outbreak of the 
war. 

In every country, including the 
United States, there was a decid- 
ed decline in business activity 
after July, 1914. 

The period of business depres- 
sion following the outbreak of the 
war lasted from four to six months 
in most of the neutral countries. 
In the belligerent countries the 
upward trend did not begin untii 
the last few months in 1915. 

There was a slight depression 
in business activity in the United 
States in the latter part of 1913 
and early in 1914, but in the 
spring and summer of 1914 there 
were signs of recovery. The out- 
break of the war, however, caus- 
ed a decided decline. 

The United Staes at the close of 
the period, April, 1916, had en- 
tered upon a period of business 
activity which has had no parallel 
in the history of the country. 

To indicate the business activi- 
ties of the various countries cover- 
ed by the report, statistics are 
printed showing imports and ex- 
ports of gold; receipts of rail- 
roads; bank clearings; business 
failures; postal, telegraph 
receipts ;
